not difficult understand why gloom 
persists the minds many who would 
improved individually and influentially 
adopting more cheerful attitude. They 
hear gloomy comment—economic and po- 
litical provender, lavishly provided. They 
see stock market valuations “eaten 
bears.” read reports prices being 
low and the cost living being reduced, but 
can see reductions the grocer’s bill. 
They are told “spend ad- 
vice should spend needed—but they 
are given assurance that their earnings 
will not curtailed. They hear unem- 
ployment; they know unemployment 
part-time employment.

The economic fatalist believes that these crises 
are inevitable and bound recurrent. would 
remind these pessimists that exactly the same 
thing was once said typhoid, cholera, and 
smallpox. medical science had sat down 
spirit weak-kneed resignation and accepted 
these scourges uncontrollable visitations 
Providence, would still have them with us. 
This not the spirit modern science. Science 
girds itself with painstaking research find the 
nature and origin disease and devise 
methods for its prevention.

Dye Cartel Extension 
Suggested British 


A revival of interest among Euro- 
pean dyestuffs producers regarding the 
advantages of an _ international dye 
agreement has been observed since the 
conclusion of the recent nitrogen car- 
tel, according to information received 
by C. C. Concannon, chief of the Chem- 
ical Division of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce. 

The French press, according to a re- 
port submitted by the assistant trade 
commissioner Paris, has published 
a reply to recent references made by 
the German press with respect to a 
future international dyestuffs accord. 


Suggestions for such an agreement, 
state the French journals, have been 
initiated the British who did not 


join the agreement signed in 1929 and 
orally agreed tw for several years prior 
thereto. 


The recent announcement regarding 
the signing of the agreement among 


German, Swiss, and French dye manu- 
facturers, discussed the dye cartel in 
detail and, until the recent note from 
Paris, the agreement has appeared to 
be quite satisfactory. The French pub- 
lications do not believe that the French 
dyestuffs industry of France would 
benefit if the entente should be broad- 
ened to include Great Britain and 
Italy. 

The dye industries committee in Eng- 
land has made no recommendation on 
continuance of the dyestuffs duties 
which expire in January, as users and 
free traders are opposed to a renewal 
of the duties. There is a feeling that 
the British dye manufacturers now 
wish they had gone in the cartel a 
year or so ago, especially as their tariff 
protection may not be continued.

Ernest T. Trigg, 
the chairman of the reorganization 


committee, read and explained the re- 
port to the manufacturers’ association. 
Charles Roh, the committee, pre- 
sented the report at the N. P.O. & V. 
A meeting. 

The American Paint and Varnish 
Manufacturers Association adopted the 
report the reorganization

In brief, the reorganization plan will 
make effective the following: 

Firstly—It will center all activities 
under a single responsible head, the 
educational bureau, which will have 
headquarters in the Gregg Memorial 
building in Washington. 

Secondly—It will cut annual expen- 


ditures from $475,000 to $200,000, 
Thirdly—lIt will eliminate space ad- 
vertising on behalf of the “Save the 
Surface” campaign, and the discon- 
tinuance of cost accounting work. 
Fourthly—It will effect other econo- 


mies through centralization of control. 
Fifthly—It will, in its new sliding 
scale of subscriptions, provide a more 


effective consolidated solicitation of 
funds. 

It is expected that the necessary 
changes and machinery for operating 


the new plan can be arranged by the 


end of the present year.

Although a minority element ex- 
pressed the belief, during the course 


of the discussions, that certain of the 
changes were unwarranted, the report 
Was unanimously adopted by both as- 
sociations and it was hailed by the 
officers, sponsors, and a majority of the 
speakers as the greatest constructive 
step taken in recent years, caring for 
the interests all, preserving that 
which was good, and generally afford- 
ing an opportunity for further devel- 
oping the co-operative services for the 
benetit not only of the industry but of 
the general public as well.

White Lead.—Demand for both the 
dry pigments and lead-in-oil continued 
on its widening course of «a week ago 
notwithstanding some expectancy for 
slowness reflect the lowest position 
of pig lead. The broadening call for 
replacement supplies was described 
the corroders as a seasonal increase, 
October usually being good month 
so far as sales were concerned. Al- 
though the corroders have not vet 
compiled their final figures for Sep- 
tember, it could be reliably estimated 
that the month was the best for the 
year to date. A comparison with Sep- 
tember, 1929, was not yet available. 

Red Lead.—This product did not 
share the increasing volume of interest 
that was shown in white lead. Last 
week’s sales of the oxide were rather 
slow following the recent change in 
the price of the dry product in casks 
to the basis of 8%c. per pound.

Eagle-Picher Indian 
Land Leases Upheld 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13. 1930. 

The power of the Secretary of the 
Interior to compel the submission ot 
leases of mineral lands owned by In- 
dians was upheld by the Supreme 
Court of the United States today in 
refusing to review the case involving 
the Eagle-Picher Lead Company. 

Flora Whitebird and other Indians 
contended that Albert Fall, former 
Secretary of the Interior, in 1922 issued 
three lead and zine mining leases to 
the Eagle-Picher company at a royalty 
of 10 percent, although the Indians 
filed written protests and refused to 
sign the leases. However, the superin- 
tendent of the Indian reservation 
signed the leases, and the Indians went 
to court on the ground that the secre- 
taryhad power lease the lands 
Without the Indians’ consent and that 
the leases were for an inadequate con- 
sideration and were procured by the 
fraudulent collusion of the secretary 
and the lead company. ;

Oklahoma Oil Proration 


Declared Constitutional 


The Oklahoma Supreme Court has 
handed down opinion that the Okla- 
homa oil proration regulations the 
State Corporation commission are con- 
stitutional and that the latter body has 
full authority issue such proration 
orders. The decree was made public 
the Julian Oil Royalties Com- 
pany, which had sought enjoin the 
corporation commission from enforc- 
ing its orders limiting production 
the Oklahoma City field.

field, alone, has estimated potential 
production 2,800,000 barrels daily, 
more than enough supply the entire 
needs the United States. the 
other hand, has only 180,000 barrels 
daily pipeline capacity. was also 
stated that there are about 60,000 wells 
in the state exempt from proration, and 
these about 50,000 are producing 
average one barrel daily and the 
others about five daily.

Helium Exports Are Not 


Prevented Government 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16, 1930. 


Exports helium have not been pre- 
vented or discouraged by the Federal 
control imposed, Government officials 
have taken pains point out since 
the crash the British dirigible R-101 
brought the subject to the fore. 

A board consisting of the Secretaries 
War, Commerce and the Navy, sub- 
ject to the approval of the President, 
passes all applications for the ex- 
port of helium, and this board has 
ruled that export permits will be 
granted only when information given 
regarding the quantity, destination, 
and use the helium exported. Nine 
export permits have been granted for 
20,300,000 cubic feet, but only about 
300,000 cubic feet have actually been 
exported, and this mainly for research 
work and laboratory use. 

The only case which export 
permit was refused, it was stated, was 
when the applicant failed to disclose 
the quantity he wished to export, its 
destination, and its use.

Egg Yolk Definition 


Customs Court 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13, 1930. 


The dried egg yolk was 
argued before the United States Court 
of Customs and Patent Appeals today 
for the second time year. The 
importer was the French Kreme Com- 
pany, and the product powdered egg 
dehydrated the spray process. 
The 1922 tariff act provided duties 
18 cents per pound on dried egg yolk 
and cents per pound egg yolk, 
frozen or otherwise prepared or pre- 
served, and not specially provided for. 
The case was decided against the im- 
porter the Court Customs Ap- 
peals because insufficiency cer- 
tain evidence, and the same question 
has now reached the court again upon 
more complete record, though the 
same issues. 

The French Kreme Company con- 
tends that spray egg yolk consid- 
ered the trade different product 
from dried egg yolk. The old-fashioned 
dried egg yolk, argued, was pre- 
pared ovens and was cooked 
that coagulated and could used 
for only certain purposes, while spray 
egg yolk retains all the characteristics 
egg yolk except that has water, 
and more valuable product 
than dried egg yolk and may used 
for more purposes. The company con- 
tends that in the nomenclature of trade 
and commerce spray egg yolk ex- 
cluded from the term dried egg yolk 
and the latter term has a restricted 
meaning which includes only such egg 
has been dried the cooking 
process. admitted that the term 
dried egg yolk would more appro- 
priate for the spray product, but 
argued that this name was already 
applied the old product dealers 
would not apply the same name to the 
new and more valuable one. large 
number of witnesses were called to 
testify that the trade distinguishes be- 
tween the two products. The importer 
further argues that its produc comes 
within the provision for the six cent 
duty, pointing out that the egg yolk 
“prepared” that the egg shell has 
been broken and the yolk separated 
from the white, and that has been 
“preserved” that safe from 
decay. 

The government contends that the 
cent duty applies the product 
egg yolk and dried and that the 
common commercial meaning the 
term dried egg yolk does not exclude 
that dried the spray process. The 
government also points out that Con- 
gress and the Tariff Commission which 
advised drafting the tariff act 
1922 were familiar with the spray 
process drying and that the act 
would have made specific provision for 
this product were not classi- 
fied dried egg yolk. argued 
that Congress could not have intended 
to apply the 18 cent duty to the cheap- 
cooked yolk and the cent duty 
the higher grade spray yolk. 

The same language appears in the 
tariff act 1930, except that the rate 
prepared egg yolk cents per 
pound and that on dried egg yolk is 18 
cents. 


Higgins Mfg. Co. Wins 
Internal Revenue Case 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14, 1930. 

The Supreme Court the District 
Columbia today issued permanent 
injunction restraining the Commission 
er of Internal Revenue from attempts 
to collect oleomargarin taxes on Hig- 
gins Nut Product when sold as a 
cooking and baking compound. The 
action was brought by the Higgins 
Manufacturing Company, Providence, 
one time the Bureau In- 
ternal Revenue informed the Higgins 
company that its product was not sub- 
ject to the oleomargarin tax. It later 
attempted to collect the tax, but the 
Federal Disrict Court Rhode Island 
held that the product not oleomar- 
garin. The present action was based 
the allegation that the bureau was 
preparing to make another attempt to 
collect the tax and was advising deal- 
ers that the product was taxable 
oleomargarin. 

It is believed that the Higgins prod- 
uct will be taxable after next July 
under the Hogan bill which extends

The monthly cottonseed 
report from the census bureau pointed 
to a smaller consumption of refined 
oil during September than some had 
expected, but the figures were about 
in line with the views of others in the 
trade. According this report the 
consumption during the past month 
was 321,314 barrels. This compared 
month, barrels the same 
month last year and 341,894 barrels 
two years ago,

pounds. The movement of seed to the 
mills was said in private advices to 
be heavy. Farmers in some _ sections 
were declared to be dissatisfied with 
prevailing prices but sales were said 
to have been made in the southeast 
at unusually low figures. 

Crude oil was steadier late in the 
week sales being reported in the south- 
east per pound, showing 
small advance as compared with the 
previous week. the 
mills were said light.

continent Price Structure Shaky--Gasoline Irregular 


Reductions in crude oil prices, which 
toward the close of the week had 
gained a wide spread, furnished the 
focus for attention in the petroleum 
market last week and the safety of the 


present scale of prices for Midconti- 
nent crude oil was subject to much 
more doubt than préviously. The in- 


itial movement occurred Monday when 
one small purchaser and producer 
Oklahoma that had previously failed 
to prevent the state from exercising the 
proration regulations, posted a sharp 
reduction in prices. To date, however, 


none of the larger producers in that 
area have followed. However, prices 
in North, West and Panhandle Texas 
were reduced toward the close of the 
week. The latter movement was be- 
lieved to have been an outgrowth of 


the concessionary prices that had been 
reported as available in the North 
Texas and surrounding districts for 
the past two weeks and, as stated in a 
statement accompanying the initial cut 
prices, the purchasers could not 
expected to pay more for oil than their 
competitors were paying.

Italy Regulates Imports 
Medicinal Products 


Importation medicinal prepara- 
tions into Italy have been placed under 
the provisions of a law, passed in 
August, 1925, after having been post- 
poned a number of times. The regu- 
lations which were passed March 
1927, have been made effective as of 
May last, and since then has been 
necessary for all imports products 
falling under this law accom- 
panied by certificates testifying that 
their sale has been authorized in the 
country of origin, according to the De- 
partment of Commerce. Such certifi- 
cates may be those of state Boards of 
Health which properly 
visaed by an Italian consul. 

This law applies to, not only to medic- 
inal specialties such patent and pro- 
prietary medicines, but also to all or- 
ganic extracts, solubles and organic 
ferments, all biological and allied prod- 
ucts in general (integra] and prepared 
bacteriologicaland other vaccines, virus, 
serums, tonics, and similar products, 
simple arsenobenzoles and derivatives 
of arsenobenzoles, other chemico- 
therapic products and other biological 
products diabetic 
preparations, cosmetic preparations 
and toilet preparations general 
which therapeutic properties are 
any way attached, and any products of 
therapeutic nature which although 
not prepared dose the form 
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medicaments are placed on the market 
under special names which constitute 
trademarks. 

These products must also be regis- 
tered with the ministry the interior, 
and before registry is granted, the 
products must be analyzed and regis- 
tration fee paid. Changes in the 
formula of a registered product re- 
quire re-registration. 


Dental Plaster Duty Set 


Dental plaster of paris, colored with 
small quantity iron oxide, has 
been held the Bureau Customs 
to be dutiable at the rate of 35 percent 
ad valorem under paragraph 205(e) of 
the tariff act of 1930. This article has 
been entered for duty as plaster rock 
or gypsum, ground or calcined, at the 
rate $1.40 per ton under paragraph 
205 of the act of 1922. The customs 
officials Philadelphia and New York 
were of the opinion that the duty 
should be assessed as a manufacture 
which plaster paris the com- 
ponent chief value. This classifica- 
tion has been approved the Acting 
Commissioner Customs.

who testified that chain stores dis- 
tribute medium grades of meats and 
that present distribution methods 
not permit fluctuations retail prices 
which would stimulate meat consump- 
tion in times of large production. 

The packers also introduced con- 
siderable evidence the use motor 
trucks distributing meats, the de- 
cline in importance of the branch house 
method distribution, and the prob- 
able changes in meat distribution 
methods to be expected from new pro- 
cesses for quick freezing meats cut for 
the housewife at the packing plants.

Botanical Drugs, Spices 


Better Feeling Exists Buyers 
Gains Moderately--Prices Tend Become Firmer-- 
Competition Still Modifying Factor--Stocks Improve 


While the sale of botanical drugs on 
spot did not rise normal volume 
during the past week, prominent sell- 
ers declared that the movement was 
better; that buyers traded more ac- 
tively; that prices seemed to be slight- 
ly firmer, and that the outlook seemed 
to hold much promise for better things 
during the weeks ahead. 

Stocks this market were reported 
gaining steadily as dealers. stock 
against their requirements during the 
coming winter. Prices at which they 
have acquired much of their merchan- 
dise make possible profitable sales even 
at the very low levels which many 
items occupy in the spot market at 
this time. The first costs have also 
been such as to encourage the com- 
petitive view which many sellers take 
of the market at this time. However, 
last week was said that all prob- 
ability competition in terms of sharp 
declines in prices has probably about 
run its full course and that a greater 
measure of stability in values is likely 
to develop from now forward, 

Belladonna leaves were slightly low- 
er. This was a movement in line with 
the recent trend of values, and also 
one not likely to be much further ex- 
tended, Hungarian chamomile was in 
comparatively light supply because 
numerous lots having been rejected on 
arrival here. However, 
seems to have been somewhat offset 
by the fact that consumers have not 
called for goods very freely late, and 
a small volume of trade has encour- 
aged those with spot stocks to offer at 
concessions. 

Hebane and lobelia were also slightly 
lower during the week under review. 
The call for both had been almost nil 
for some time past, and a slight in- 
terest displayed during the past week 


Indies during 1930 has been estimated 
at 10,804,562 kilos. divided 9,144,562 
kilos and 1,660,000 kilos between Java 
and Sumatra, respectively. The esti- 
mates are based on returns from $3 
estates growing cinchona. The total 
production from January to March, 
1930, was 1,859,650 kilos for Java and 
443,399 kilos for Sumatra, according to 
the assistant trade commissioner at 
Batavia. 

Dogwood.—Fair demand well within 
jobbing limits was reported. Prices 
were on the firm side, sellers being 
louth to shade even when moderately 
attractive business was under discus- 
sien. 

Eim.— Very fair selling against the 
winter needs of some of the larger 
manufacturing consumers was report- 
ed. Movement of select bark was very 
good, serving to check any further 
tendency toward decline in prices. 

Sassafras.—Contract has 
yet to develop along major lines. How- 
ever, with prices already low, sellers 
were content to wait inquiries from 
the principal manufacturing con- 
sumers maintaining quotations the 
while. 

Simarubra. Quotations were 
to 29ce. per pound, depending on seller 
and quantity. The needs of buyers 
seemed to be comparatively small, and 
hence the market had a somewhat 
competitive foundation throughout the 
entire period. 

Soap.— Further reductions were 
avoided, the market taking on a fairly 
steady undertone at the more attrac- 
tive quotations noted during the pre- 
vious period. Demand was more for 
immediate requirements than for fu- 
ture needs. 

White needs were re- 
ported being covered quietly and some-

Phosphates 


Easier prices for domestic bone meal 
to follow in sympathy with the reduc- 
tion made a week ago in the foreign 
product and a further lowering of fig- 
ures for South American raw bone, to- 
gether with a drop in domestic yrices 
for the latter, were the features in an 
otherwise dull and colorless week for 
the list of phosphatic crudes. Gen- 
erally, the business transacted these 
crudes last week was confined to a few 
scattered orders where the buyers 
were able to make what were consid- 
ered as “bargain” purchases. 

Superphosphate.—Trade the local 
territory was small last week and the 
sellers continued to quote prices of $8.50 
per ton for run of pile and $9 per ton 
for percent stocks, both f.o.b. Balti- 
mere. The National Fertilizer Asso- 
ciation’s report for August production 
placed output bulk material (figured 
at the basis of 16 percent available 
phosphoric acid), as 118,909 tons in the 
North and 145,723 tons in the South, 
compared with 11,667 tons the North- 
ern area and 166,197 tons in the South 
during August of the corresponding 
period last year. The production of 
base and mixed goods for August was 
31,158 tons, compared with 31,885 dur- 
ing August, 1929, both figured the 
basis of 16 percent a.p.a. 

Bone Materials. South American 
raw bone declined again last week. 
Quotations for the 44% and 50 product 
were lowered $1 to the basis of $28.50 
per ton to arrive. This compared with 
$30 per ton a fortnight ago. The do- 
mestic market declined in sympathy 
with the lowered prices for foreign and 
prices were based $32 per ton, f.o.b. 
Chicago, or $3 per ton lower than pre- 
viously. Steamed bone prices held un- 
changed over the week, but steamed 
meal was offered lower in domestic 
markets to follow the recent decline in 
the foreign. Quotations at Baltimore 
were dropped $1 to $27 per ton, and 
the Chicago market was reduced per 
ton, with offerings current at $27 to 
$30 per ton for the and product. 

Phosphate Rock.—The sellers claimed 
to have been recipients of a fairly good 
brand of business, which showed pre- 
dication in that superphosphate pro- 
duction for the past nine months has 
been maintained within approximately 
5 percent of the total for the corre- 
sponding period year ago. Also, ex- 
ports of rock for the first seven months 
this year were increased percent 
over the like period of 1929. Prices 
for the high-grade hard and land peb- 
ble grades were firm and unchanged. 


Sulphur and Pyrites 


An official of a leading producer of 
sulphur was reported to have stated 
last week that domestic demand con- 
tinued excess last year and for- 
eign orders were showing gradual im- 
provement. Also, that production at 
one plant has been recently increased 
by 30 percent. The local suppliers could 
not report much new the general as- 
pect things. The past few weeks 
have not brought any material widening 
use among the regular industrial 
and chemical process manufacturing 
trades and, notwithstanding the desire 
for lower prices from the buying trade, 
the suppliers claimed 
firmly the schedule. 

Pyrites continued firm and unchanged 
throughout. Sellers reported general 
conditions as having been similar to 
those extant in the sulphur market. 


Chicago Fertilizer Materials 


CHICAGO, Oct. 16, 1930. 

Irregular price tendencies are now mik- 
ing themselves felt to some extent in fer- 
tilizer materi*ls here, with slightly im- 
proved tone noted in a number of key 
products on moderate demand for hand- 
to-mouth buying. Certain grades of blood 
and tankage are reported receiving a 
little more favorable attention from buy- 
ers at slightly higher prices. Most of the 
bone material prices were unchanged to 
perbaps just a shade easier, with buying 
at quite a low ebb, Digester material 
has been ruling fairly firm, although quiet.

On long hauls to interior points 
the increase adds materially to the cost of 
fertilizers. In anticipation of this ad- 
vance, there was a flurry of buying, but 
as a whole the trade is holding back. 

Ammoniates continue to be uppermost 
in interest. What is reported as a tem- 
porary reduction of $1 per ton has been 
quoted on domestic ammoniates said to be 
conceded in meeting competition with for- 
eign ammoniates. October-April quota- 
tions for domestic sulphate of ammonia 
are now $35 and large orders $34. These 
prices are f.0.b. cars at ports. 

Cyanamide is quoted at a marked de- 
crease over last year. Cottonseed meal is 
quite cheaper, while other organics are 
some cheaper. The lower cost organics 
are, therefore, arrayed against higher 
priced organics. This situation, it is be- 
lieved, will force some readjustment of 
prices before the season has progressed 
far. 

The trade is indifferent and is announc- 
ing a hand-to-mouth policy of buying, 
which will, of course, delay the movement 
of goods.

Conditions in the trade during the last 
week did not take on any changes or yield 
any developments that would have tended 
to modify the general aspect appreciably. 
What with the drouth that has prevailed 
in this section of the country unbroken 
now in the fifth month of the visitation, 
farmers have been unable to work the 
soil for the fall and winter crops, and the 
demand for mixtures is accordingly re- 
stricted.
